For cuen of late dayes amongſt vs the 
often eclypſes of the Sunneand the Moone, the diucric 
Comeres and blazing ſtatres,the ſumdric ſights and lights 
inthe aire, the rife reſemblances of fire and bloud in the 
clouds, the manic monſtruous & ſtrange birthes(though 
ſome ſcemeto render ſome naturall reaſons for them) yer 
are they vnnaturall, and the wrath of God is reucaled by 
them.

Thceirroucn wood; meamngtheir-good lawy > 
that were graued in wood ,and by antiquitic were'waxen 

_ rotren.Eucn fo the heaucnly oracles ofthe lining Godtel 
vs,thatthe ſtrongeſt ſtaic,and beſt defenſe of a chriſtian \ 
—_common-wealkh, isthepreaching and teaching of rhe 
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word ofGod,thetruercligion and ſetuice of God, 

So ſayth the Prophet Dawi/d 3 There is no king thar 
can beſaued by the multitude ofan hoaſt, neither is anie 
Pfal.r 18. 16. mightie man delivered by his much ſtrength : a hdrſe is 

accounted butavainething to ſaue aman, but the hand 
ofthe Lord haththe prchenunence:thehand ofthe Lord 
is mightic in operation, the hand of the Lord bringeth 
mighticthingsto paſle.
